— Giving 
sweeping protection to Uncle laa'a 
fighting men, the so-called aoldlara 
and sailors' civil righU bill was ap- 
proved tonight by Congresa. Prssl 
dent Wilson's aignatara Is ezpeetad 
within a day or so. 

T'l^il. r t!H' pnivl-lons of the bill 
linbliiiK men and lli.'ir d.-pendents 
are protected against eviction for 
non-payment of rent, loss of Ufa in- 
suraaea through delayed premiuaa, 
the execvtlon ot mortgages agalask 
their property, loss of their homes 
on which pnrt payment has been 
made, lo:<s of property through non- 
payment ot taxes, or loss ot a hom- 
Btead thronsb absaaca ar aaapay- 
ment ot teas. 

All this protaetloa Is glvaa oa tha 
condition that a man'a normal abil- 
ity to meet hia obligations has hasa 
"materially alsetad" by his military 

service. ^ 

With the war risk Insurance bill, 
it is declared by adminiatration lead- 
ers to make np tha most llbaral Iss- 
islation in protection ot a A at iaa'a 
fighters in history. lU final approrat 
was by unanimou.s vote.

For this 
reason we reronimend hiiihly, the 
feediuR of beef scraps and milk. In 
feeding beef scraps it is well to bear 
in mind that nothing but the best 
grade of para poaltrjr beef scrape will 
serve this purpose. Do not buy fer- 
tilizer beef scrap and feed It to yonr 
chickens Other forms of animal 
protien or green cut bone, blood meal, 
milk in any form, bags, insects and 
cooked rabbits.
